New York.—The ancestral home in 
England of George Washington, Sul- 
grave Manor, in Northamptonshire, 
will henceforth be maintained and pre­ 
served by the income of a fund of 
$100,000 raised in this country by the 
National 
Society 
of 
the 
Colonial 
Dames of America. 
In making this announcement, Mrs. 
Joseph R. Lamar, national president 
of the society, explained that the or­ 
ganization was directed, under the 
terms of its constitution, to preserve 
and restore buildings connected with 
the early 
history 
of the United 
States. Before the world war it sent 
$3,000 to England to restore the 
manor. 
Committees were organized to col­ 
lect this sum of money, in 40 states 
and the District of Columbia, and all 
worked under the national committee, 
of which Mrs. Williams Adams Brown, 
of New York, was chairman. 
Fund In Subscribed 
The sum desired was fully sub­ 
scribed, and will shortly be placed in 
the hands of permanent trustees. 
Already the income is going forward 
to England, there to he expended for 
the physical care and preservation of 
the house whence came the ancestors 
of Washington and the gardens and 
grounds surrounding it. 
The greater part of the $100,000 
was given by the Dames themselves, 
but generous aid 
was also received 
from the public. Not a dollar has been 
deducted from the subscriptions on ac­ 
count of collection expenses, all of 
which were paid by the societies or by 
individual Dames.

( bester County Abandons Oper­ 
ations After Seventy Years 
Efforts of Various 
Companies. 


Coatesville, Ta.—Lead 
and 
silver 
mining operations have been 
aban­ 
doned in Chester county after seventy 
years of effort on the part of nu- j 
moi ous companies and individuals. 
Ever since Charles Pickering’ ex­ 
plored along the creek which bears his 
name and picked up a stone which he 
thought contained silver, people have 
been endeavoring to obtain lead and 
cliver from the earth near William’s 
Corner. 
Pickering was so elated by 
his discovery that he purchased sev­ 
eral thousand acres of land along the 
creek, but like his successors he fail­ 
ed t ) realize on the mining project. 
The first actual mining operations 
were started in 1850 when the Chester 
County Mining company was incor­ 
porated. 
For five years lead, and 
zinc mining was actively carried on. 
The operations did not prove very 
profitable and from 1855 to 1805 they j 
were conducted only at intervals. 
Many Operated. 
Several companies operated, among 
them the Wheately, Brookdale 
and 
Phoenix. 
In 1855 they consolidated 
under the name of the Pennsylvania 
I.cad Company. 
A later consolida­ 
tion wag effected in which the New 
York anti Boston Silver and • Lead 
Company acquired 
the 
properties, j 
Cons’dcrable work was done by this 
company in reopening several of the 
mines but in 1870 mining was aban­ 
doned. 
In 101s* the Eastern Mining and 
Milling Company leased the property 
and the task of removing the water 
and re-timbering part of the old work­ 
ings was started. 
Pumps wen* in­ 
stalled and kept running months he- I 
fore mining operations actually got 
under way. 
A email mill was built j 
and some ore was shipped. 
Work j 
was continued two years. 
One ship­ 
ment of ore in 1920 consisted of 79 
per cent lead and 7 ‘2 ounces of silver 1 
to the ton. 
Considerable ore remains 
at the mines and its zinc contents ex­ 
ceed lead. . 
The mines long have been known to 
mineralogists for the variety, perfec­ 
tion and beauty of mineral specimens 
found there. 
Even today they are 
visited by mineral hunters from all 
parts of the country ami unusual spec­ 
imens frequently are found. 
Some of 
the specimens discovered in the lead 
are rare, among them 
Wuef^nite, 
Desco-loizite, 
Mimelite, 
Vanadinite 
and Stoltzite. 
Some rare specimens 
also have been found in the zinc, cop­ 
per and other minerals.

Rich Get Rich 
And the Poor 
Get Children 


The saying, “The rich get richer 
and the poor get children,” made 
famous in the song, “Aint We Got 
F u n ?” and the expression, “The poor­ 
er the man the larger 
his family,” 
have at last been substantiated by 
precise statistics. 
A survey made public Thursday by 
the 
Department 
of 
Commerce 
at 
Washington shows that the average 
num!>er of children born to fathers of 
40 to 49 years of age in more than a 
hundred specified occupations demon­ 
strate that invariably laboring men 
have laige families and professional 
men have small ones. 
Coal miners, for example, average 
8.1 children, while architects average 
3.3 children. 
The survey also shows 
that other factors than wealth and 
standards of living influence the num­ 
ber of children. 
Farmers* Average 
Men engagcdHn hard outdoor work 
have larger families than those whose 
vocation kept them indoors or those 
who worked with their minds instead 
cf th tir muscles. 
Where occopations involved about 
the same kind of work, the ones offer­ 
ing smaller monetary returns aver­ 
aged the larger family. 
Farmers be­ 
tween 40 and -19 averaged 7 children, 
while farm hands averaged 7.2, cases 
apparently 
representing 
the 
same 
work and environment, but leaving the 
farmer somewhat 
more 
prosperous 
than the hired man. 
Foremen and overseers showed an 
acct .crated increase in the number of 
children born when the father is past 
40. 
Mine workers between 40 and 41 
years old averaged 7 children, and the 
same class between 45 and 49 averag­ 
ed 8.1, an increase of 1.1 during the 
late forties. Mine foremen of 40 to 44 
average 6.3 children, and those be­ 
tween 45 and 49 averaged 8.1, an in­ 
crease of 1.8.
